The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Applicant submitted as "Exhibit A" a publication by Chang et al (J. Biotech. [2005] 1 16:359-367; 
entered here as U on form PTO-892), as "Exhibit B" a publication by Boog et al (Eur. J. Immunol. [1989] 
19:537-542; 1 on form PTO-1449 filed 10/6/05) and as "Exhibit C" a publication byMarchal et al (Biol. 
Chem. [2001] 382:151-159; 2 on form PTO-1449 filed 10/6/05) that collectively disclose that there is 
indeed a physical difference between the glycosylation of Drosophila-produced glycoproteins, such as the 
MHC molecules instantly claimed, and the glycosylation of mammalian cell-produced glycoproteins.
